DETAILED ACTION 



Reissue Applications 

1 . The reply filed on 12/4/03, paper #39 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The response filed 12/4/03 is not a proper 3.73(b) certificate as requested by the Quayle 
action. There is no indication that the assignee is in fact the assignee, for example, the reel and 
frame number of an assignment or attached assignment papers. All that was filed was a statement 
that the person signing the paper has authority to bind the purported assignee. See MPEP 324, 
page 300-21, for an example of a proper 37 CFR 3.73(b) certificate. Applicant must resubmit a 
proper 3.73(b) certificate. 

The detailed requirements of the Quayle action are repeated below: 



Applicant is required to file a proper 3.73(b) certificate in accordance with MPEP 
324. The certificate filed on 7/9/02, paper no. 30, is not signed by someone having authority 
to bind the assignee. 

The person who signed the submission establishing ownership interest has failed to 
state his/her capacity to sign for the corporation or other business entity, and he/she has 
not been established as being authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. See MPEP § 324. 

The person who signed the submission establishing ownership interest is not recognized 
as an officer of the assignee, and he/she has not been established as being authorized to act on 
behalf of the assignee. See MPEP § 324. 
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Therefore, this application is objected to under 37 CFR 1.172(a) as the assignee has not 
established its ownership interest in the patent for which reissue is being requested. An assignee 
must establish its ownership interest in order to support the consent to a reissue 
application required by 37 CFR 1.172(a). The assignee's ownership interest is established 



(a) filing in the reissue application evidence of a chain of title from the original 
owner to the assignee, or 

(b) specifying in the record of the reissue application where such evidence is 
recorded in the Office (e.g., reel and frame number, etc.). 

The submission with respect to (a) and (b) to establish ownership must be signed by 
a party authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

An appropriate paper satisfying the requirements of 37 CFR 3.73 must be submitted in 
reply to this Office action. 

It would be acceptable for a person, other than a recognized officer, to execute a 
submission establishing ownership interest, provided the record for the application includes a 
statement that the person is empowered to sign a submission establishing ownership interest 
and/or act on behalf of the assignee. 

Accordingly, a new submission establishing ownership interest which includes such a 
statement above, will be considered to be executed by an appropriate official of the assignee. A 
separately filed paper referencing the previously filed submission establishing ownership interest 
and containing a proper empowerment statement would also be acceptable.
